“Simple, modest, unassuming, not over- 
intellectual and by no means ‘emanci- 
panes neither sensual nor passionate, 
ut. unswervingly loving, devoted and 
unselfish, she consecrated her life to her 
husband with unqualified wholehearted- 
mess.” ' This, picture forms a striking 
contrast to the temperament of the 
novelist himself when he married her— 
erratic, deeply religious, a semi-balanced 
mind, filled with the horrors of his ten 
years in Siberia spent as ah exile and a 
hearsay left with an idiot son upon his 
ands’ at the death of his first wife, a 
dissolute and sensual widow, and pourin 
forth in his ‘‘ Crime and Punishment’ 
the tortures of the human soul with a 
genius unequalled except, perhaps, by 
Shakespeare’s Hamlet. 
The effect of his wife’s character was 
gradually to impose a steadiness upon his 
nervous, unstable mind. In letters 4 to 
24 (May, 1867—May, 1871), just after he 
had married for the second time, we find 
him writing from gambling resorts in 
Germany and Switzerland. [lis pleas for 
money in order to win back the money he 
has lost, his solemn oaths taken in all 
sincerity never to gamble again, his lack 
of will-power to resist the temptation to 
gamble as soon as he has received the 
necessary coin, the pawning of his very 
clothes to obtain it—all will be of vital 
interest to the psychologist of the 
abnormal mind. Marmeladov in “' Crime 
and . Punishment’’ is Dostoyevsky’s 
mental biography. 
From 1872 the tone of his letters 
changes, and we may assume that the 
immobile character of his wife has been 
transplanted in her husband. Similarly, 
it is at this point that the letters begin 
to lose their interest. Hereafter we get 
little else beside accounts of the state of 
his health, his rude and patronising 
neighbours; at ‘resorts, business, gossip, 
and half-hearted declarations of love.

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THE RIDDLE OF RUSSIA. 


R. ASHMEAD BARTLETT'S “ The 
Riddle of Russia ’’ probably .is as 
good a book of its kind as can be written 
about that unhappy country. He has 
given us a graphic picture of his travels. 
and ‘of the things that he saw. Obviously 
he sat down to write his book, determined 
to be fair and to award praise when it was 
due. Here and there, as in the case of 
the well-appointed customs house at 
i Niégoreloj and other small matters, he 
ia able to give his approbation to efficiency. 
Nevertheless, it is very clear what effect 
Russia had upon him. His description of 
his tour of Tsarskoe Selo is brilliant and 
most pathetic. Quite simply he tells of 
the relics of the Romanoffs and the tone- 
less comments of the official guide, a 
woman “of «indeterminate age. The toy 
wmdtor ear of ‘the “Tstreviteh Alexis, the 
‘tWo pianos in tho Empress’s music r -m, 
the uniforms of the Grand Duchesses, all 
are as they were left. When anything 
was taken away, it has been returned by 
these extraordinary people. Mr. Ashmead 
Bartlett finally: gives us his views on 
Russia’s future. To his mind—ahd, 
indeed, such evidence as he was able to 
obtain seems to support his views—Stalin, 
supported by an inner committee, rules 
Russia with an autocracy greater than 
that of any Tsar except, perhaps, Ivan 
IV. Yet he maintains that many even of 
the inner hierarchy are not Bolsheviks at 
heart, but only gifted time-servers who 
would trim their sails readily to any wind. 
As for the people, he is convinced that 
the apathy.caused by years of terror has 
descended on them, and that alone they 
can achieve nothing. He diécutses at 
great length ahd very ably the Govern- 
ment’s campaign against the kulaks and, 
its judiciary system. i 
_It is. remarkable that Mr. Ashmead 
Bartlett was able to secure so much infor- 
mation, since much of it—indeed, nearly 
all of it—is a condemnation of the system 
imposed by Lenin on Russia. Further- 
more, itis significant that the Soviet 
was mosf, jealous in preventing the author 
from obtaining more than the most 
superficial ‘knowledge of its military 
organisations. So far as Mr. Bartlett 
could gather, the Soviet Government at 
Moscow is a little afraid of the army, and 
its ostensibly peaceable policy is dictated 
by a fear lest’ some victorious general 
might be able to deal with the Moscow 
Commissars as Napoleon Bonaparte dealt 
with the Council of Ancients. Indeed, there 
is talk of replacing the Red Army by a 
territorial organisation which, it. is con- 
sidered, would be taught more easily the 
proper communistic doctrines. A caste 
apart is the béte noir of the Government. 
This book ought to be read by everybody.

SITTING. i 


LAND SECRETARY’S 
CASE, 


The Civil Service Compensation Board sat 
yesterday at 89 Merrion square, Dublin, to 
hear certain claims for compensation under 
Aiticle 10 of the Treaty wmder the Civil 
Service (Transferred Officers) Compensation 
Act, 1929. 

dudge Davitt (Chairman) presided, and the 
others members of the Board were present— 
namely: Minister's Panel—Messrs. H. P. 
Boland and W. Doolin. Transferred Officers’ 
Panel—Messrs. James P. irvine and A, McE. 
Nulty. 

Mr. Alfre€ Dickie. R.C. (instracted by 
Messrs. Haves and Son) appeared for the 
clarmauts. 

Mr. «‘ecil Lavery, K.C., and Mr. T. A. 
Finlay (iastructed by the Chief State Solic- 
tor) represented the State 

A number of applications came before the 
Board at previous sittimes, ami dates of re- 
tirement were fixed. fhegal arguments arising 
on various points had been deferred until 
yesterday. 

THE CASE OF MH. Jd. T. DRENNAN, 

Mr Di k}e addressed the bot re in the ease 
of Mr. John T. Drennan, Secretary of the 
Land Commission, who, he said, at first held 
office in the Treasury Remembtancer's (Office, 
and subsequently joined the established ser- 
vice in the Land Registry Office in 1699. He 
later joined the Land Commission,” and 
was promoted until he became ‘Assistant 
Secretary, and afterwards Secretary. The 
Board had the power. in calculating Ins 
pension or compensation, to take into 
account his ssid of unestablished service, 
and Mr. Drennan was entitled to compensa- 
tion in respect of his whole period oi service. 

Legal arguments on this point. and the 
effectiveness of a form of undertaking signed 
by Mr. Drennan on his appointment as secre- 
tarv of the Land Commission, were developed 
by Mr. Dickie, who quotéd the case of 
Salford Guardians v. Dewhurst, in which a 
similar form of undertaking was held to be 
invalid, as a man who had a rmght by statute 
could not waive that right. 


THE CASE FOR THE STATE 

Mr. Lavery, replying to Mr. Dickie’s 
arguments, said that under the Suporannua- 
tion Act of 1887 an unestablished officer, who 
afterwards b®came an established officer, was 
not entitled to compensation for the period 
of unestablished service, unless It was shown 
to the Treasury that there were special cir- 
cumstances which warranted this being done. 
The Board had to consider the question of 
special circumstances, as the Treasury pre- 
viously did. ‘The Minister for Finance said 
that he would give the civil servants exactly 
what they would have got under the Act 
of 1920. That was a fixed sum, but what 
the Treaty did was to provide that it should 
be that sum or more, and the 1929 Act 
provided. that it should neither bó more nor 
less. In 1899 Mr. Drennan got a new ap- 
pointment, which did not in any way grow 
out of the office which he previously held 
as an unes‘sblished officer, and that previous 
period of service should not be taken into 
consideration when fixing compensation. 
After the Treaty, owing to the transfer of 
many civil strvants to Great Britain and to 
Nofthern Ireland, the Free State Government 
had to promote officers*to positions to which 
they might not otherwise have been pro- 
moted. These civil servants wer’ required 
to sign undertakings that if they retired 
during the seven years transitional period 
they would claim compensafion only on the 
office held previous to promotion, unless they 
could show that the promotion was custom- 
ary; that it would have been normal at the 
time of their promotion, and that it was 
promotion which they would have received 
normally if a change of Government had not 
taken place. 

Mr. Drennan had signed an undertaking 
when promoted that if he retired he would 
only claim compensation on his salary as 
assistant. secretary—-which was £900 a year. 
Mr. Drennan’s promotion to the position of 
Secretary of the Land Commission was not 
normal, because Mr. Green was the secretary 
at the time, and would have remained in 
the position only for the change of Govern- 
ment--because he took up a similar position 
in Northern Ireland, 

Mr. Irviné said that Mr. Drennan had been 
acting secretary for two years before he was 
appointed secretary. 

Mr. Lavery said that that was so, but it 
was due to change of Government. If they 
took the hypothetical case that there had 
been no change of Government, Mr. Green 
would have remained as secretary, and Mr, 
Drennan would have remained in his posi: 
tion as assistant secretary. 

Mr. Finlay followed on the same side. 


AN INVALID UNDERTAKING. 

Mr. Dickie, replying, argued that Mr. 
Drennan’s promotion was norma] and cus- 
tomary. we vacancy occurred because of 
the division of the Land Commission, and 


Northern Ireland; and Mr. Drennan, who 
was Assistant Secretary to the Land Commis- 
sion, was in the usual course appointed" 
Secretary. As regards the undertaking ¢igned 
by Mr. Drennan, it was invalid. His rights 
were protected by. Statute, and “he was 
entitled to compensation on his salary as 
Secretary to the Land Commission. 

Counsel argued that in the case of an un- 
established officer who became an established 
officer both periods of service should be 
added together, and the officer was entitled 
to superannuation or compensation as if he 
had all the time been an established officer. 

At 5 o'clock the Board adjourned until

The activities of the Free State Department 
of f.ocal Government and Public Health are 
dealL with in the report for the year ended 
March 31, 1928, under the main heads of 
public health, housing, poor relief, roads and 
reneral administration. 

COUNTY MEDICAL OFFICERS. 

the report states:—'' There are at present 
thirteen counties in which county medical 
officers. of health have been appointed of in 
Wiichs appointments are about to be made. 
Th. couaty medical ollicer of he,ith Is given 
jurisdiction. over the entire county, and is 
responsible tor all that relates to preventive 
medicine, personal as well as environmental. 
In order to secure complete co-ordination fis 
jurisdiction. has been extended to school 
medical services and to tuberculosis. The 
new scheme ol health organisation Was mm 
1927-28 working in Cork, Carlow, Kildare and 
Offalv. Jn Cork and Kildare the Department 
was enabled through the generous financial 
assistanee of the Rockeleller Foundation to 
set about providing the requisite organisation 
oí these health units. The Cork scheme pro- 
vided for three whole-time assistant officers 
of health, each with definite areas. These 
officers also act as tuberculosis officers. There 
is also a snperintendent public health nurse 
and six other whole-time nurses for sehooi 
setvice. Schemes on somewhat similar: lines 
were being proceeded with im Kildare and 
Offaly. . | 

* Where county schemes are in operation 1 
is intended to appoint whole-time senitary 
inspectors. For these officers a short course 
of training has been prescribed, and the 
county medical officers have expressed their 
wulingness to complete by further mstruc 
tion the training of persons appointed. To 
enable the district nurses to work in com- 
plete accord with the public health organt- 
sation the syllabus of post gradvate training 
has been revised. The practical traming 
includes attendance at the child welfare 
clinics and health viviting at the homes with 
an experienced health visitor. 

MATERNAL MORTALITY. 

“The death rate associated with child- 
birth has shown little tendency towards re 
duction notwithstanding the increase! appli 
eation of measures for the regulation of mid- 
wifery practice. It is noticeable thet the 
maternal mortality of rural districts has a 
record, and that the 
larger towns to suffer 


distinctly worse 
stutistics show the 
least heavily from puerperal deaths, 

‘The infant death rate, on the other 
hand, has undergone a decided reduction 
by reason of remedial influences. although 
the experience of recent years indicates that 
a stationary condition has been reached. In 
the rural districts it is definitely Jow, bout 
the virtual doubling of the rural rate under 
urban conditions produces a result that can 
onlv be described as high.”’ 

During the year there were 191 schools 
with school meai schemes and 2.602.658 
meals were sunnlied oat a eost of £14,739. 

POOR RELIEF. 

Under the heading of poor relief. the re- 
port states that the» number of home 
assistance cases during the year was 25,100, 
the number of children boarded out 1.890. 
and the number of persans in Poor Law 
insiitntions 17,290. 56.686 cases were ad 
mitted to Poor Law hospitals. 
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DUBLIN NATURALISTS’ 
FIELD CLUB. 


INCREASED MEMBERSHIP 
NEEDED. 

At the annual meeting of the Dublin 
Naturalists’ Field Club, held last night .in 
Academy House, Dawson street, Dublin, Mr. 
M. J. Gorman, A.R.C.Sec., was re-élected 
President, and the officers and committee 
were also re-elected. ; 

The Hon. Secretary submitted a report, in 
which ‘it was stated that the number of 
members during. 1929 was ninety-five, of 
which eight had resigned, and fourteen hew 
members were élected. 

The President having expressed his thanks 
for having been re-elected, gave a brief his- 
tory of the Ciub, which, he said. was the 
second oldest of its kind in Ireland, the Bel- 
fast Club being the oldest. The Club was 
founded in the year 1885, and its first public 
meeting was held on January 14th, 1886.. At 
that meeting ninety-nine members were en- 
roiled, and the Royal Irish, Academy placed 
their rooms at the disnosal of the Club, a 
privilege Which its members enjoyed up to 
the present. In its first years the Club's 
membership was one hundred and seventy- 
two, or about twice the membership at 
present, 

There was such a falling off in membership 
at the end of the second vear when the 
members fell to one hundred and forty-nine, 
that & proposal was made to wind up ‘the 
Club. The proposal was opnosed, and its 
immediate effect. was to arouse fresh interest 
amongst the members. It throve thencefor- 
ward, and in 1900 a three-day excursion of 
members to the River Shannon took place. 

YOUNG MEMBERS NEEDED. 

A Union of Irish Field Clubs was formed 
and conferences were held, but there was a 
great falling off of interest.in the Club for 
the past ten years, and the members were not 
doing as much good as they might. He sug- 
gested that steps might be taken to recruit 
young students and those who were interested 
in nature studies, and that help could be 
given them by members who were experts 
on the particular subject on which they de- 
sired information.

UNECONOMIC STATE OF 
FISHING INDUSTRY. 

At the Arklow Technical Institute prize 
distribution, Mr. E. P. Barrett, Department 
of Education, spoke on the need for efliciency 
and the work tec’mical instruction is doing 
in fitting people for ther various walks in 
life. . 

Seconding a resolution of thanks to Lord 
Wicklow, who presented the prizes, and Mr. 
Barrett, Mr. L. O'Toole dealt with the pro- 
visions of the proposed bill for the reliet of 
the fishing industry. Jn the course of his re- 
marks, Mr. O'Toole said that in Arklow they 
had only one remaining industry, which was 
14 bua ness of the sea. One branch of that 
business was the fishing, and the other mer 
cantile marine. We had the good fortune to 
be invited to give evidence before the Techni- 
cal Commission, and in their report they 
stated that Avxyklow was the centre where 
continuation schools should be organised with 
a definite bias towards the mercantile marine 
and the fishing industry. What struck him 
about it was—there would be no good in 
having continuation schools far an industry 
that was nneconamié. The present position 
of the fishing industry. was such.that a 
toe ‘a | to a school 


' et Con , |, tn eo fi 
to learn anything about it, because, for the 
simplest ol all &eascna, he could not éarn 
a living at it. Therefore, it was egualiy as 
important to have, side by side with the Edu- 
cation Bill in relation to technical education, 
a bill to improve the fishing industry itself. 
The present position was ideal for both, be- 
cause never during the last two hundred 
years was the fishing industry at such a low 
ebb as it was at the moment. There, was a 
question of markets; ‘and he had read re- 
cently that’ no less a sum than £281,000 
was “spent by this country in the pur: 
chase of fish from outside places during 
the firet ten months of 1929. That would 
mean that if the same anount of money were 
spent pro reta for the next two months, a 
sum of £337.200 would have heen reached for 
fish imported into Ireland. His idea would 
be to endeavour to control the fish by estab- 
lishing stations in Dublin and Galway. . Con- 
cluding, Mr. O'Toole said that, if the same 
interest were taken in technical education as 
in Scotland, he was sure the Government 
would give severy possible assistance as! 
economic lines, and it would not be necessarw 
for boys to emigrate. They would be properly 
trained at home, and something would have 
been done to build up this httle country 
again.

A FOG,

The airship R 100,. which left her 
hangar at Cardington, Bedfordshire, at 
fen o'clock yesterday morning for a cruise, 
reached tha mooring mast at Cardington 
about 10,10 p.m., and was finally moored 
by 10.40 p.m., the operation being carried 
out satisfactorily. 

The R 100 had taken advantage of good 
weather conditions to extend her cruise 
beyond that originally planned. 


LOST IN A FOG. . 

K 100 was in the air twelve hours on a 
full speed trial, which proved eminently 
satisfactory. Her highest speed was over 
61 m.p.h., which, it is stated, breaks all 
world airship ‘‘ records,” the previous 
“record’’ being held by the Graf 
Zeppelin. . 

R 100 ran into fog an hour after leav- 
ing Cardington at ten o'clock yesterday 
morning, and it was not until 8.30 p.m. 
that she escaped from it, only occasional 
glimpses of the ground having been gained 
during eight hours. 


GLOUD EFFECTS. 

Commander Sir Dennistoun Burney, 
Chairman of the Airship Guarantee Com- 
pany, the builders of the R 100, said that 
they lost themselves until about-& p.m., 
when they picked up the wireless at 
Crcoydon and Pulham, and were able to 
work out their situation as north of the 
Wash, over Lincolnshire. He described 
the cloud effect in the sunlight as being 
like an Atlantic storm on canvas. 

The H 100, he said, had done 814 miles 
per hour, with 600 horse-power in reserve, 
which beat all official and unofficial speed 
‘records ' held by the Graf Zeppelin, 
and which was 114 miles per hour ebove 


| the contract speed. 


This brought a cruising speed of 90 
miles an hour for airships within sight, 


HOME IN A HEAD WIND. 

R 100 went very steady at 80 miles per 
hour, and he thought that with all engine 
power it was practicable ‘to run her at 
that speed. With only two engines 
running he developed 70 miles an hour, 
On their way back to Cardington they had 
to face a head wind of 30 to 40 miles an 
hour. 

Questioned as to whether there was 
any discomfort aboard the airship from 
cold, Commander Burney said ' No,” The 
heating apparatus installed worked quite 


temperature of about 60 degrees, and was 
quite comfortable. 


AIR MINISTRY STATEMENT. 

Karly this morning the Air Ministry 
issued the following statement .— 

“His Majesty's Airship R100, which 
left Cardington soon after 9 a.m. yester 
cay, was moored at 22.25 hours, after a 
fight of nearly 135 hours. 

‘‘ During the early part of the flight 
steed trials were carried out, which were 
quite successful, an estimated speed of 
81.5 m.p.h. being attained. Yor the 
greater part of the day the ship flew at a 
height of 2,000 feet, above thick fog and 
low clouds, which generally obscured the 
ground. Positions were obtained by wire- 
less telegraphy when required. 

“The mooring tube was dropped at 
10.2 p.m., and the shi» was moored in 
the dark in, twenty-two minutes.”’ 


CHINESE PIRATES ON 
BRITISH SHIP, 


PASSENGERS UNDER 
MACHINE-GUN FIRE, 


From ‘‘ Tar Times’’ Cornesponpent. 
SHANGHAI, Thursday. 

The Indo-China (British) Company's 
steamer Tuckwo, while proceeding down 
the Yangtze from Nanking to Shanghai, 
was on Wednesday evening boarded by a 
large party of armed Chinese, claiming to 
be members of the Kiangsu Provincial 
Government’s water police. 

The Tuckwo had stopped at the boat 
station, a little below Chinkiang, to pick 
up passengers, when two launches full of 
Chinese, some in uniform and.some in 
long gowns, and all armed, were seen 
approaching. When within thirty yards 
of the Tuckwo they opened fi.a without 
warning on the vessel, killing ene Chinese 
passenger, whom they threw overboard, 
and seriously wounding a Chincse quarter- 
master. 

Swarming on board the Tuckwo, they 
seized the chief officer, who narrowly 
escaped being shot. They said they had 
come to arrest two criminals who they 
asserted were cn board. i 

Among the passengers was Mr. Eric 
Teichman, the Chinese Secretary of the 
British Legation, who had accompanied 
Sir Miles Lampson, the British Minister, 
from Peking to Nanking as secretary, and 
was following Sir Miles Lampson to 
Shanghai. His great knowledge oí Chinese 
proved invaluable. He succeeded in per. 
suading the gang not to fire while they 
searched the ship. 

The alleged police wasted no time in 
looking for the supposed criminals, but 
went Straight for the fore part of the 
ship, the Chinese quarters, whence they re- 
moved eight bags containing fifty pounds 
of cpium. They then visited one or two 
other parts of the ship, where also they 
secured opium. They never searched the 
saloon or the foreign quarters. The gang 
then re-entered their launches and made 
off down stream. 

Meanwhile another gang ashore kept up 
a fire on the Tuckwo. Fortunately no 
ene was hit, but there were some narrow 
escapes. When the party ashore saw the 
first gang departing down stream they 
opened a furious fire on them, but it was 
too dark to see the effect. 
Whether the men who raided the 
Tuckwo were really police is uncertain, as 
their story of two criminals on board was 
evidently a fiction. One possible explana- 
tion is that the boarding party and the 
party ashore were rival gangs who were 
alter smuggled opium. 

The Tuckwo reached Shanghai without 
further incident.

He was told by Sir Douglas Mawson 
that the British expedition was meeting 
with difficulty in the passage westward 
owing to lack of coal. The Norwegian 
leader offered to get him coal from the 
Norwegian whaling factories, or, at all 
events, 
Christensen, owner of the Norvegia (the 
vessel on which Captain Larsen is conduct- 
ing his explorations). 

Captain Larsen says that Sir Douglas 
Mawson told him that personally he be- 
lieved no difficulty would arise in connec- 
tion with the hoisting of the Norwegian 
flag over the newly-discovered land between 
Kemp Land and Enderby Land. 

This message is construed here as 
indicating that Sir Douglas Mawson has 
given up his original design of exploring 
the waters cast of Kemp Land and Enderby 
Land, and that both the Discovery and the 
Norvegia will try to discover new land 
west of Kemp and Enderby Lands, there 
being thus two expeditions between Enderby 
an“ Coats Land and none between Kemp 
and King George Lands.

Andrew Ingugia, a former henchman 
of “ Frankie ' Yale, who was murdered 
by members of a rival gang last year, 
was found in Brooklyn strvet. this morn- 
ing with a bullet through his heart. The 
police say that the man was a collector 
for bakery ‘‘ racketeers,’’ and was prob- 
ably killed by some baker who objected 
to paying tribute. 

“ Racketeers ’’ are members of a gang 
who “ specialise’’ in some particuigr 
trade or industry. Their operations aro 
directed towards keeping up prices in tho 
particular trade by “ bumping. off” 
(killing) or otherwise penalising recal- 
citrant tradesmen who undercut, and by 
exacting tribute generally from the 
members of the trade for protection 01 
exemption from molestation. 

A notable example is to be found in the 
person of the gang leader, Terranova, 
arrested yesterday, who “‘ specialised ” in 
the green grocery trade, and has. thus 
earned the sobriquet of the '' Artichoke 
King.” 

It is becoming apparent that the 
authorities despair of ever solving the 
mystery of the murder of Arnold Roth- 
stein, the gambler and “ racketeer,’’ who 
was shot in November; 1928. The new 
Public Prosecutor, who assumed office at 
the beginning of the year, states that the 
indictments returned by the Grand Jury 
against a number of persons are founded 
on illegal and soa reann hearsay evi- 
dence; and announces his intention of ask- 
ing the Court to dismiss the murder 
charges against several gunmen who are 
still being sought by the police.

THE CONSTRUCTION HOLIDAY. 

On one of the subjects which the Con- 
ference will discuss the forecast of the 
attitude will be widely 
welcomed, and, as to-day’s telegrams show, 
not in this country alone.

THE NEW LIMITS. 

Nothing is said of the new limits which 
the present Government. have in view, but 
it, may be asgumed that they will involve 
at least as great a reduction as those pro- 
posed by the late Government, and there- 
fore at least as great a saving to the tax- 
payer.

THE SUBMARINE 
PROBLEM. 
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From Revrer’s COonRESPONDENT; 
WASHINGTON. Thursday. 

Yesterday's authoritative statement in 
London, conveying the suggestion that the 
battleship should be abolished, eaiúe rather 
in the nature of a surprise to official circles 
here. The present tendency is to regard it 
as. the result of the campaign that is bein 
carried on in # section of the British Press. 
as well as among certain elements of the 
Labour Party, for the elimination of all 
big naval craft. 

In view of the circumstance that the 
attitude of Japan and-the United States 
is in favour of the retention of battleships, 
it 1s believed that the sucvestion will be 
rejected, like the proposal of Great Britain 
and the United States for the abolition of 
submarinas. It is recognised. however. 
that Great Britain might have a 
bargaining point for inducing France and 
Japan, which desire large fleets of sub- 
marines, to consent to a restriction in that 
category. ' 

The desire of Great Britain for a réeduc- 
tion in all categories of ships is cordially 
approved here. Persons in close touch 
with tha trend of opinion Jin the United, 
States would undoubtedly agree to an’ im- 
crease in the age limit of battleships to 
twenty-five years, so as to bring the first 
replacement date to 1936. 

LIMITATION OF BATTLESHIPS. 

It is believed that the United States 
would also agree to the elimination of, 
possibly, three battleships for . cach 
country. 

The present indications are that America 
will not be prepared to scale the size of 
battleships down to 25,000 tons, compared 
with the 35,000 tons now permitted under 
the Washington ‘Treaty, because the naval 
experts here contend that a reduction much 
below 30.000 tons would greatly impair the 
eficiency of that type of ship. 

The United States would gladly zo as 
low as Britain in cruisers, and its desire 
also is to reduce the numbers of destroyers 
and submarines. It is recognised, how- 
ever, that if France and other Powers 
prevent any genera! restriction upon sub- 
marines there can be little limitation of 
destroyers. No difficulty is expected in 
reducing the maximum size of acroplane 
carriers, as the experience of the United 
States with the 33,000-ton aeroplane 
carriers, Lexington and Saratoga, has 
tended to indicate that acroplane carriers 
of around 10,000 tons are the most 
effective type. | 

WOMEN’S PETITION. 

A brown leather book, containing the 
petition of 12,000,000 American women 
for the reduction of armaments, will be 
presented to the London Conference in the 
first week in February, together with 
180,000 signatures of Japanese women to 
a similar petition. Mrs. Edgerton Parsons.

RADIO REPORT OF

.A4 clue has been received here to. the 
whereabouts of the American-Norwegian 
airman, Lieutenant’ Eielson, who was lost 
two months ago while rescuing the crew of 
the fur ship Nanuk, which was ice-bound 
off the coast of Siberia.

I beg to call attention to two points 
of. the meeting held in the 
Engineers’ Hall under the auspices of the 
Business Men's Association on Wednesday 
night. First, the chairman’s opening state- 
ment was not that prepared by Sir mas 
Robinson, but by the committee. Mr, W. J. 
Kelly, who presided, is reported as having 
said '“- that he would read what Sir Thomas 
Robinson intended to say.” The words actu- 
ally used by Mr. Kelly were ‘‘ that he would 
read what it was intended Sir Thomas Robin- 
son would say.” The transposition of the 
words makes a vast difference in the meaning. 
In other words, it was intended that, if Sir 
Thomas Robinson had been able‘to preside, he 
should read the statement of the committee. 

Secondly, no reference was made in your 
report to the fact that, on behalf of the com- 
mittee, I called attention to the misunder- 
standing which appeared to exist in the minds 
of some of the speakers as to the object for 
which the meeting was called. I referred to 
the chairman’s opening remarks, in which it 
was stated clearly that it was not intended at 
this meeting either to discuss the merits or 
demerits of the Act or to register a protest 
against it, as it was now an accomplished 
fact. Further, the meeting was not intended 
by way of censure against the Government, 
to whom due tribute was paid in respect of 
the admirable work which they had accom- 

lished. I then stated clearly the two objects 
or which the meeting was called, which 
were :— , 3 

(1) To voice a protest against the attitude 
of the Minister Ie Local Government and 
Public Health, in declining to receive a de- 
putation from the Association prior to the 
passing of the Act. : 

(2) To call attention to the necessity for an 
organisation such as the Business Men’s Asso- 
ciation, if the interests of the business com- 
munity were to be adequately safeguarded, 
and if it was desired to prevent a recurrence 
of what had happened in connection with the 
Poor Relief Bill.—Yours, etc.,

AGRICULTURE AND TARIFFS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sm.—In the course of his “lecture 
“ Apex” says: “ The basis of all economics 
is this: as an industrialist produces no food 
and cannot live without food, he must have 
an agriculturalist producing that food for 
him. But the agriculturalist must also pro- 
duce food for himself, and the industrialist 
lives on the surplus production of the agricul- 
turalist.” The statement must be amplified 
thus: The agriculturalist produces food not 
only for himself and the industrialist, but 
for the serving men and retainers also—the 
commercial and professional men and the 
other occupied and unoccupied persons of all 
kinds and grades ; and all these live upon the 
“surplus” production of the agriculturalist. 
Surplus production will sound ironic to agri- 
culturalists who do not get enough to eat. 
Modern life requires that people shall not 
only consume food and fuel, but shall wear 
clothes, use furniture, have vehicles for 
travel in, books to read, se. sm me manu- 
factured goods are produc y the in- 
dustrialist. ‘' Apex” aad the Minister for 
Agriculture appear to argue that the agricul- 
turalist must produce food for himself and 
the serving men and their families, and, in 
addition, supply food to the industrialists of 
other countries in exchange for the clothes, 
furniture, vehicles, etc., which they send to 
hira and his retainers. On the other hand, 
my desire is that some of the serving men 
and umoccup? should be set: to work 
to provide the clothes, furniture, vehicles, 
etc., that are needed. The “‘surplus”’ would 
then exchange for raw materials for further 
manufacture and for foods which are not 


easily produced by our agriculturalist, and. 


for such manufactures as are beyond the 
competence of the industrialist at home. . 

“ Apex ” informs us that in Denmark agri- 
cultural prosperity preceded, and was the 
foundation “i industrial ex ion. That 
does not affect the argument that the existing 
standards of consumption in that country 
would not be possible but for the existence 
of a manufacturing industry which . produces 
more wealth even than her agriculture. 
“ Apex” and the Minister for Agriculture 
appear to agree that industrial development, 


along with an increased agricultural output, - 


whilst desirable, is not practicable until agri- 
culture becomes prosperous. Against this [ 
say that the prosperity of agriculture will 
depend largely upon the aid which would 
come to the farmers through an expansion of 
industrial production. Assume that the 
farmer improves his export trade and his 
sales in the British market. He spends more 
on manufactured goods in England out of his 
improved returns. What is to be done with 
the increasing urban population? Are they 
to emigrate? Who will provide the passage 
money’ Is it not certain that, so far as the 
poor are concerned, the public conscience will 
demand that they be maintained on a higher 
standard than hitherto; and that this will 
absorb a goodly portion of any improvement 
in agricultural returns ! 

Let us not forget that our position in the 
British market is such that it will require 
both an improvement in quality and an in- 
creased quantity to maintain the export trade 
at its present value. The British demand is 
for lower prices for food. The food-producing 
countries are concentrating on that market, 
and more of them are turning towards live- 
stock products as their means of salvation. 
Entire reliance upon agriculture is, therefore, 
unwise for this country. Mr. Hogan told us 
that no lurther assistance will be given 
towards developing industry through tariffs 
unless it can be shown that no increase of 

rices will follow. He also said that, except 
n isolate;! ceses. tariffs carse prices to rise. 
The cone! “nu to be dreowu is that no further 
tarifis will be imposed in respect to goods 
that are bought by farmers. 

I have endeavoured to show that for any 
possible increase of prices due to tariffs there 
would be compensating advantages for the 
farmer. A higher price for clothing, for 
instance, would not add-to his burden if it 
caused men and women to be employed in 
renin the clothes he required, because 
hese men and women would have to be main- 
tained out of his production even when idle. 
It would be economical to get, them to make 
clothes for their keep, rather than to get the 
clothes made in England and keep both. the 
English worker who makes them and the 
Irish worker who is idle. 

The question .remains,; Will tariffs cause 
the change which we desire? Having regard 
to tlie conditions if which international trade 
is conducted—the facilities for cheap pro- 
duction abroad, massed capital. highly 
efficient machinery, industrial tradition and 
skill—the ehances of Irish industrialists ex- 
tending existing industries and estabhshing 
new ones in free competition with advanced 
industria! countries in an open market are, I 
fear, small. If we are to h for more 
industrial production in this country, assist- 


| ence will have to be given either by protective 


tariffs or some other method of State aid: 
and J think tariffs will be found necessary 
in addition to any other methods whith may 
be favoured. The demand for manufacturing 
industry does not conflict with or minimise 
the ultaneous demand for greater agricul- 
tural production. The two must go together. 
Manufacturers will help agriculture to pro: 
vide the amenities of civilisation for ail. 
To-day, because we have but few manufac. 
turds, agriculture is providing these amenities 
for the city-dweller, but tho agricultnealist 


cannot afford to enjoy them himself.—VYonrs,

BIRDS AND DOGS. 

TO THE RDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—Op’r-~t Tuesday, the 21st of January, 
there will be a meeting at the Mansion House 
at, four o'clock, convened by the Society for 
the Protection of Wild Birds and the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
The inténtion is to call attention to the fact 
that a bill for the protection of wild birds, 
which has already the Senate, will be 
before the Dail this session, and to give the 
romoters of the bill all the suppert that 
intelligent. public opinion can —— Your 
readers already know what is involved—for 
instance, tha great cruelty of trapping the 
birds with bird-lime, Statements upon this 
particular form of cruelty have been made in 
the Press so often that I need not repeat 
‘them. We ask that the use of bird-lime be 
made illegal, with the use of maimed’ cr 
blind birds as decoys, and the confining of 
wild birds in cages so narrow that they 
cannot stretch their wings. Other clauses of 
the bill ask for protection of birds useful 
to farmers, urge the provision of bird 
sanctuaries, and ask that the export of such 
birds as the goldfinch to England, where 
their capture is prohibited, be made illegal. 

I remember a songless valley in Italy, 
where oné trembling bird twittered and fled 
for refuge to the graveyard of the Frate 
high on the hillside, as though it flew to 
St. Francis for protection. In Ireland there 
have been sickening cruélties inflicted on 
these little minstrels of the good God, Who 
surely remembered His world when he placed 
them in our gardens and groves. One 
rémembers William Blake :— 

robin redbreast in a cage 
Sets all Heayen in a rage. 
One wonders what Heaven thinks of the bird- 
limers, the wanton destruction of beautiful 
bird life for a little mean gain. The ignorance 
which confines the free wings in a cage is 
to be deplored. It is often not culpable 
ignorance. If Ireland is te be empty of her 
song birds, as seems likely enough unless 
they receive protection, ws must bear the 
Stigma of being a dull and cruel people, and 
the mass of us will not have deserved it. 
I believe that we may be only supine to 
bring about this wrong and sin. 

Again, it is licensing time for dogs. These 
ave days when the Rae of his. kind and 
country may well go heavy-hearted and be 
ashamed. There is an abominable custom of 
‘ straying ” dogs to avoid paying the licence. 
There is no more piteous thing than a strayed 
dog. These satellites of man depend so 


You may say that it is the old story of the | 
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utterly on man’s countenance and companion- 
ship. Poverty may be pleaded, and such dire 
poverty as exists in Dublin may well excuse 
many things. One remembers again William 
lake— 
“A dog strayed at his. master’s gate 
_ Predicts the ruin of the State.” 
' William Blake was a seer as well as a poet. 

People who are toc poor to pay a licence for 
their dogs should take them to the Dogs’ 
Home, or to one of the various dispensaries 
for sick animals of the poor in the city, 
where, if homes cannot be found for them, 
they may be painlessly put to sleep. In the 
country a kind-hearted veterinary surgeon 
(and in wy experience veterinary surgeons 
are always kind) may be willing to give the 
poor dog his quietus if need be. [I think 
that it might be possible to add: to our 
many charities one for paying the licence of a 
dog valued by the owner who yet cannot afford 
the money for the licence. 

From a purely selfish point of view the 
presence :n our midst of these deserted and 
half-demented dogs may be a grave menace. 
I plead with the animal lover that, if he has 
an outhouse or some such place, he should 
put in a bed of straw, and, if he finds a lost 
and. starving dog, take it in. H the dog is 
not too miserable a specimen, it is not difficult 
to find a home for him. At the worst he can 
ensure that the poor dog has a happy ending. 
T feel that such a mercy must bring a blessing 
in its tram—and I may add that I care 
nothing for the humanity of that man or 
woman who loves his or her dog, but is in- 
different to tho fate of all the other dogs 
with the same capacity for devoted love and 
service.—Yours, etc.,

MODERN CIVILISATION 
AND THE HUMAN RACE. 


SOCIETY OF CHARTERED 
ACCOUNTANTS. 

The motion, “ That the Tendency of 
Modern Civilisation is to Improve the Human 
Race.” was debated by the student members 
of the Dublin Society of Chartered 
Accountants. The motion was proposed by 
Mr. H. H. Forsyth, seconded by Mr. Hugh 
McHoul, and the opposition was led by 
Mr. C. W. Chambers, and seconded by Mr. 
W. 8. Cunningham. 

Mr. Forsyth traced improvements in the 
state of mankind under three main héad- 
ings—the body, the mind. and the spirit; and 
stressed particularly the attention which was 
at present devoted to physical development 
and well-being amongst our young people 
through the schools and various organisations. 

He felt, however, that the most noticeable 
improvement was to be found in the higher 
spiritual or moral outlook which now 
prevailed, 

In opening the opposition, Mr. Chambes 
asked the members not to be misled cr 
deluded by any improvement which, in his 
opinion, were really of a superficial nature, 
and could not stand the test of comparison 
with the achievements of our ancestors. In 
support of his arguments he made consider- 
able reference to historical events. In con- 
cluding his ease for the rejection of the 
motion as asked if it could be considered a 
sign of improvement that a modern com- 
munity should have recourse to legislation for 
the purpose of imposing a censorship upon 
art, literature, ete. If such a conieeiliii was 
ec webs he contended that it proved there 
rad been a degeneration in art and literature. 

‘The Chairman (Mr. G. Hill Tulloch, F.C.A.) 
stated that he had experienced great plea- 
sure in presiding at the debate, which had 
proved most interesting and instructive, and 
congratulated the members on the standard 
achieved. He thought it was a matter for 
congratulation that every member present 
had spoken on the motion.

METHODS DISCUSSED > 
AT CONFERENCE,

The Sunday _Schodl--Workers’ Conference 
was resumed yesterday Morning in the Church 
of Ireland Training College, Kildare strcot, 
Dubhn. 

At eleven o'clock a meeting was held for 
the clergy, over which the Rev. R. Watson, 
M.A, presided, and at. which the Rev. F 
R. Cosgrave, M.A., spoke.on the cubect of 
“The Sunday School Work and the Parish.”’ 

The afternoon session was devoted .to a 
blackboard demonstration. of some methods 
of teaching by. Miss F, Millington, who is « 
prominent Sunday school worker in Belfast 
She dealt in detail with the methods - ‘ich 
were now being adopted in Sunday school 
teaching, and pointed out that the age of 
the children and their stage. of development 
were very important factors to take into con- 
sideration. Teachers ought to have one 
definite aim, and should. ask themselves: 
“ What do 1 want the children to know as 
a result of the lesson?’ §Something that 


as a subject. by. which. they would. absorb 
spiritual, truths, and she found that a story 
was generally the best medium. 

Many questions were then put by the 
teachers and clergy present, and particular 
points of the method of teaching ‘explained 
and developed. 

The Rev. Denton C. Green, BD... thanking 
Miss Millington, expressed the pleasure and 
satisfaction t gave to have Miss Millington 
with them. He had known. her since. child. 
hood in St, George s Parish, where, until she 
went to Belfast, she was a foremost Sunday 
school worker. They were glad she was carry- 
ing on such valuable work, (Hear, hear.) 

HOPEFUL SIGNS. 

At the evening session, at which the Rev. 
Principal .E C. Hodges. B.D.. presided, the 
Rev. P: R. Cosgrave spoke on the preparation 
of the Sundav school - teacher. He said 
that amid much that is: disquieting to-day 
there were {wo very hopeful signs. One was 
the earnest desire on the part of a certain 
number of persons to take Christ’s way of 
life, and absolutely to insist that it is the 
onl¥ wav out of our national and international 
difficulties. There is an earnest desire to in- 
vestigate the possibility of what is sometimes 
called appiied Christianity. 

The second hopeful sign is the clear realisa- 
tion that if Christ is the way His way can 
only be achieved through education. | 

“ As vroof of this.” he said, “we may un- 
stance the present-day enthusiastn for boys 
and girls’ organisations; the huge output of 
good books íor young readers; the new in- 
terest in education, and thé new  esti- 
mation of the place and importance 
of teachers in the community. The. future 
lies with the children, and education is the 


most important State. service that exists. 
These two hopeful signs are very comforting 


would interest. the children should be chosen | 
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to Sunday school teachers. The only kind of 
education worth Contemplating is Christian 
education.” 

TECHNICAL KNOWLEDGE NEEDED. 

Reviewing the work that Sunday schools 
are doing in the world, he said that religious 
education had become a science, an art. It 
needed techrtical knowledge. ‘Technical know- 
ledge was applied to farming and _ povltry- 
raising, and it also applied to religious educa-

[n connection with the Carroll's Bridge 
dispute between the Cork City Manager, Mr. 
Monahan, and the Building Trades’ Federa 
tion, following which the City Manager dis- 
continued: the additional allowances of Cor- 
poration. workmen, letters have passed be- 
tween the parties concerned. 

In response to Mr. Monahan’s statement 
hat the men might resume work at Carroll's 
sridge and that plasterers would be em- 
ployed, the Building Trades’ officials rejJied 
seeking an assurance that the conditions of 
employment would be as before the dispute.

in Cork would be observed, and that there 
would be no victimisation.

After Lady 
Fenwick-Palmer’s death he was put up at 
the December sales, when George Poole 
bought him for Mr. Eric 
guineas. 

To-day was the first time he had run this 
Beason, and there were several more fancied 
horses in the race, such as Lordi, Glangesia, 
and Lady Helen McCalmont’s Irish Grand 
National winner, Alike. Stott, who rode the 
winner, had the greatest difficulty in re- 
straining him, for he was fighting hard for 
his head all the time. All the same, he was 
never putting a foot wrong at his fences, 
several of which he treated as if they were 
hurdles. After going two miles he pulled 
himself inté the lead with Transit. 

AN EASY WIN. 

Those who expected that he would here run 
himself out on coming into the straight were 
disappointed; for he continued the hearty 
gallop, and won easily from Alike.
